S.O, 621(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the 
Foreign Trade (Development & Regulation) Act, 1992 (No. 22 of 1992), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following amendments in the Export and 
Import Policy, 1992-97 (Revised Edition : March, 1993) Published under the 
Notification , of Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No. 
S.O. 222(E) dated the 31st March, 1993 : 

In Chapter XII, the following new paragraph 140A shall be added after 
the existing paragraph 140 

“State Corporation 

140A. Notwitlistanding anything mentioned above, one State Corpora¬ 
tion nominated by the respective State Governments|,Union Terri¬ 
tories may be recognised as an Export Hotase only, even though 
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the criterion for recognition, as laid down in paragraph 137 read 
with paragraphs 138, 139 and 140 above, is not fulfilled. This 
benefit shall be available only once in accordance with the proce¬ 
dure to be notified in this behalf. After the expiry of the initial 
validity period of the status so granted, fresh recognition shall be 
considered, only if it satisfies the normal criterion laid down for 
grant of such status”
